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The Uttermost Savior 


“Wherefore he is able also to save them 
to the uttermost that come unto God by 
him, seeing he ever liveth to make inter- 
cession for them,” Heb. 7:25. 


Jesus is represented to us as the all- 
sufficient Savior. As the Savior of sin- 
ners He is lacking in no respect. 

1. He saves from sin in its most in- 
significant appearances, that is, He saves 
from the sins that seem smallest and 
most harmless, not that there is any sin 
which is really innocent and harmless, 
but some sins seem less aggravating and 
hateful than others.

2. Jesus saves men from all of the 
common and outbroken sins of everyday 
life.

None can sin so much, nor 
be so familiar with sin that Jesus can- 
not save him, unless he has sinned away 
his day of grace, or committ that sin 
which God said He would not forgive. 

3. This Savior can, and does save the 
sinner completely from sin. All sin, any 
manner of sin, is included. He said to 
the healed man, “Go thy way and sin no 
more.” And again it is said, “Where sin 
abounded, grace did much more abound,” 
Rom. 5:20. And again, “The blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all 
sin,” 1 John 1:7. The sinner has no ex- 
cuse for continuing in sin. Neither the 
professed Christian. Jesus offers a com- 
plete and perfect remedy to all. 

4. Jesus saves men from all classes and 
conditions of sinners, from every earth- 
ly race of humanity. He commands that 
His gospel be preached to “every crea- 
ture.” And every creature who hears 
and believes will be saved. What a won- 
derful Savior! What a wonderful salva- 
tion! A salvation which exactly and per- 
fectly fits the need of every human be- 
ing in the world! 

5. This Savior saves to all eternity. 
When He forgives and blots out the sins 
that men have committed, it is not just 
for the present life, but for all the 
eternal future. They are not to be men- 
tioned at the judgment or any other 
future day. “As far as the east is from 
the west, so far hath He removed our 
transgressions from us,” Psa.

Treasures Above 


When Jesus commanded His disciples 
to lay up their treasures in heaven, 
Matt. 6:19, 20, it is certain that He 
did not expect them to actually send 
gold, silver or precious stones, as such, 
up to heaven. But there is a way that 
earth’s values may be exchanged for the 
heavenly. 

1. First, and most important of all, 
we can give up the world and all its sin, 
give ourselves to the Lord and be saved. 
Thus we become sons of God and citi- 
zens of heaven, so that when done with 
this world we have a home eternal in 
the heavens. 

2. We can transfer our earthly posses- 
sions to the heavens above by consecrat- 
ing them to the Lord now and by using 
them as far as possible to further His 
cause and the interests of His kingdom 
in this present life. What we give for 
the gospel and its furtherance and the 
poor and needy in this world, we will 
have there and with added interest, not 
in the gold, silver or paper currency of 
this world, but in the currency of heav- 
en. 

3. By living a devoted Christian life 
here, spending all of our time, and con- 
secrating all of our talents to the Lord 
and the interests of His kingdom, we are 
earning a reward, which, as a precious 
treasure, will be awaiting us in heaven 
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in the time to come. 

The Christian’s life on earth is a life 
of sacrifice, self-denial and crossbearing 
and yet ‘a life of peace and blessing. But 
His full reward is not received here. At 
the end of the way, when Jesus returns 
for His own, they will receive their full 
inheritance. All that we give or do or 
suffer for Jesus now will add to our 
heavenly treasures and the reward we 
shall receive in that day. 


Healing, But Why? 


Many desire healing. In almost every 
place lines of men and women present 
themselves for anointing and healing. 
For some reason they feel it would be 
better if they could be healed of one or 
more ailments. 

We ask, “Why do you wish healing?” 
Is it for your own comfort or selfish 
gain, or is it that you may render a bet- 
ter and fuller service to God? How 
often we think, when sick, “‘How much 


better I'll serve God when I’m well, 
what sacrifices I’ll make,” and yet fail 
when well! 


Only with a single eye and a godly 
motive can we pray aright. What search- 
ing words in James 4:3, “Ye ask and re- 
ceive not, because ye ask amiss, that ye 
may consume it upon your lusts.” It is 
good and proper to ask, but let us be 
sure that cur motives are always searched 
out under God’s searching eyes. Even 
good King Hezekiah rendered not again 
for the benefit (2 Chron. 32:25). Have 
we not failed in like manner? Certainly 
we are not to bargain or suggest condi- 
tions to God, Gen. 28:20-22, but it is 
good to pray. “Search me, O God, and 
know my heart: try me, and know my 
thoughts: and see if there be any wicked 
way in me and lead me in the way ever- 
lasting,” Psa. 139:24. What “way” is in 
me? There is something deeper than 
words and outward actions, they are 
sometimes misleading. Our healing, as 
all other blessings and good, are in God’s 
hands. Let us then come to Him with 
honest, open hearts and whatever we seek 
from Him, let it be that which we 
would lovingly use for His glory.

Unlike the raven, 
which found a congenial condition in the 
swirling waters of death, and which flew 
to and fro until the floods subsided, the 
dove returned on two occasions to her 
home in the ark. Only when the waters 
had finally gone down and the ark was 
to be vacated did the dove fail to return. 

Nor can we forget the incident when 
the Lord Jesus went down to be baptized 
of John in Jordan, and the Spirit of God 
descended like a dove and lighted upon 
Him. The dove was a link with Home, 
and the seal of His Father’s approval: 
“This is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased.” 

Long before the telephone became such 
an essential factor in everyday life, pi- 
geons were used by, among others, news- 
paper reporters to carry “copy” to the 
publishing office. The birds were taken 
in baskets to the place, however distant, 
where the journalist was to write the 
required news. This was set down on 
the lightest paper procurable, and fixed 
to the bird’s leg by means of a ring. On 
being released, the pigeon generally 
circled round a few times in the air, and 
then headed off for home, which was a 
loft at the newspaper office. 

Cats have this sense of direction in a 
marked degree, and dogs are also known 
to have performed amazing feats of 
“homing.” Just recently a man took his 
dog with him from the city of Edin- 
burgh to a town in Central Fifeshire. 
When the man went back home, he left 
the dog behind him with his friends. 
Within two or three days the terrier ap- 
peared at his old home again, footsore 
and weary, but obviously delighted to 
be back. How he had managed to get 
across the River Forth (over a mile 
wide at that part), and afterward to 
negotiate the remaining ten miles to the 
heart of the city where his old home was 
situated, are still mysteries which remain 
unexplained. 

All drivers know that there are times 
when it is quite safe to give their “yoke” 
his head, and that he will take the most 
direct road home. A young Canadian 
farmer was in the habit of visiting a 
friend at a farm some miles distant, and, 


through time, his horse got to know not 
only the road but the very evening of the 
week when the journey would be under- 
taken. One night after the young man 
had bidden his friend farewell, he gave 
the horse his head while he lay down in 
the vehicle to try to sleep. They had cov- 
ered about two miles in this way when 
the horse suddenly stopped and looked 
round. The farmer lay still to see what 
would happen. Puzzled at the absence of 
the master from the seat, the animal ap- 
parently came to the conclusion that he 
had been left behind. He wheeled around 
and cantered back to the farm. Only 
when his master took his accustomed 
seat once more did the wise beast set off 
for home again, without requiring any 
guidance from his master. 

Ants can generally find their own way 
home, but there are times when they may 
lose their sense of direction, and wander 
round and round in a vain endeavor to 
strike the right trail. On such occasions 
a couple of ants will look for the lost 
“worker,” and when they find him they 
hoist him up between them and carry 
him home. What saith the Word: “Bear 
ye one another’s burdens.” 

Other curious “homing” incidents 
might be mentioned, such as the unfail- 
ing regularity with which certain mi- 
gratory birds come back from afar to 
their old nesting places each year. But 
perhaps the most remarkable “homers” 
of all are to be found neither on land 
nor in the air but in the water. It is 
surely the most wonderful of all homing 
events in the lower creation when the 
salmon, from far out in the _ limitless 
wastes of the ocean, finds his way back 
to his own home-stream where he had 
once been a fragile, minute egg. Past all 
sorts of distracting obstacles, through 
opposing currents, ignoring other more 
accessible estuaries, the salmon holds on 
his way true to the irresistible call from 
his old home. 

So we find that home plays a larger 
part in the lives of all God’s creatures 
than is generally suspected. The gift of 
homing is undoubtedly Divinely im- 
planted within them by the Creator, and 
brings them pleasure and freedom of ac- 
tion which they would otherwise lack. 
But we may well believe that no act 
of “homing” brings such Divine joy to 
the heart of God as the coming Home 
of a sinner from the far country. When 
the weary wanderer, tired of his sin and 
his straying, feels the sweet urge of the 
Holy Spirit, and with new resolution de- 
clares, “I will arise and go to my Fa- 
ther,” then indeed the Father-heart is 


filled with anticipation at the reconcilia- 
tion, and He goes to meet and to greet 
His repentant one. There is no “casting 
up,” there is no chiding then; just a 
great, wholehearted welcome as the Fa- 
ther declares, “My son was dead, and is 
alive again. He was lost, and is found. 
* * Trt is meet that we should make mer- 
ry, and be glad.” 

In the heart of every child of God 
this loving instinct has been implanted 
by our Lord Himself. For, did not our 
Savior give this comforting assurance to 
His own: “Let not your heart be 
troubled: ye believe in God, believe al- 
so in me. In my Father’s house are 
many mansions: if it were not so, I 
would have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you. And if I go and prepare 
a place for you, I will come again, and 
receive you unto myself; that where I 
am, there ye may be also” (John 14: 
1-3)? 

Here is the goal of the believer, the 
magnetic north to which the needle of 
his compass ever points. There may be 
setbacks, there may be delays by the 
way, but the ultimate end is never lost 
sight of—Home! The Father’s house! 
Where Jesus is! Who would not be a 
“homer” heading for heaven? 


“Home, Home, Home, for the night is 
past, 
And the shadows flee away; 
And the mists of earth are melting fast 
In the light of endless day. 


“Home, Home, Home, for the weary 
feet, 
For the broken-hearted—rest;

Acts 7:59, “And they stoned Stephen, 
calling upon God, and saying, Lord Je- 
sus, receive my spirit.” 

“Therefore they that were scattered 
abroad went every where preaching the 
word,” Acts 8:4. “Beloved, think it not 
strange concerning the fiery trial which 
is to try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you: But rejoice, 
inasmuch as ye are partakers of Christ’s 
sufferings; that when his glory shall be 
revealed, ye may be glad also with ex- 
ceeding joy, If ye be reproached for the 
name of Christ, happy are ye; for the 
spirit of glory and of God resteth upon 
you: on their part he is evil spoken of, 
but on your part he is glorified. But let 
none of you suffer as a murderer, or as 
a thief, or an evildoer, or as a busybody 
in other men’s matters. Yet if any man 
suffer as a Christian, let him not be 
ashamed; ‘but let him glorify God on 
this behalf. For the time is come that 
judgment must begin at the house of 
God: and if it first begin at us, what 
shall the end be of them that obey not 
the gospel of God? And if the righteous 
scarcely be saved, where shall the un- 
godly and the sinner appear. Wherefore 
let them that suffer according to the 
will of God commit the keeping of their 
souls to him in well doing, as unto a 
faithful creator,” 1 Pet. 4:12-19. 

We notice the scripture Acts 6:5, 8, 
10, “And the saying pleased the whole 
multitude: and they chose Stephen, a 
man full of faith and of the Holy 
Ghost. And Stephen, full of faith and 


among the people. And they were not 
able to resist the wisdom and the spirit 
by which he spake.” The harder they 
would try to stop Stephen by perse- 
cuting him the more Christianity would 
spread. We hear him say, “Ye stiff- 
necked and uncircumcised in heart and 
ears, ye do always resist the Holy Ghost:

While Paul 
was with those persecutors they would 
have plucked out their eyes and given 
them to him, but after Paul began to 
tell them the truth they became his ene- 
mies. He said he was not meet to be 
called an apostle because he persecuted 
the Church of God. Paul was faithful 
unto death. He suffered in shipwrecks 
and in cold and hunger. It pays to stand 
when persecution comes, not give up, 
and we will receive a crown that fadeth 
not away.
